WELCOME MR. LANCASTER 

Last year, at the time that Fred Calabrese 
was appointed Town Manager one of the unsuc- 
cessful candidates was Cecil Lancaster, Town 
Manager of Mansfield. - 

The Town Crier supported Mr. Calabrese be- 
cause after an investigation on our part we 
believed him to be the man needed for the town. 
But Mr. Lancaster was not without his support- 
ers. 

Now he is to be Town Manager of Wilmington. 
We join with the rest of Wilmington in extend- 
ing the hand of friendship and welcome. May 
your tenure of office in this town be a little 
less stormy than that of your predecessor. 

LOOKING AHEAD 

Cecil Lancaster, the first Town Manager of 
Wilmington who does not have his name begin 
with a "C" is an entirely different type of in- 
dividual than his predecessors. 

Cushing, Courtney and Calabrése had one 
thing in common. They were exuberant indivi- 
duals. They may have differed in other respects 
but they were never afraid to speak up, and did 
so frequently. 

Mr. Lancaster, we are told, is quite the 
contrary. He is reputed to have never spoken in 
Town Meeting, wHich is, perhaps, a hard thing 
for Wilmington residents to understand. 

He, in Mansfield, paid close attention to 
the administrative side of the picture, and had 
very little to say publicly. Perhaps this can 
be explained by the difference in the Town 
Charters. Mansfield was the third town in Mass- 
achusetts to adopt the Town’ Manager plan, back 
in 1921. The charter is described as "weak". 
The officials of the town are not appointed as 
they are in Wilmington, but elected, atfd a five 
year study of their charter, made recently, 
found the voters crossing off a proposition 
that officials be appointed, and sending the 
study back for revision. 

Lancaster, coming to a town with an active 
"gravel war" on its hands, has had his exper+ 
iences with the stony subject. According to 
reputation in that town he built the Town Ga- 
rage in that town by swapping off gravel with 
the various contractors. 

During his four year tenure in Mansfield 
Lancaster's most important project was the de- 
velopment of a Municipal Airport with a 3000 
foot runway. He constructdd a $50,000 garage 
for the town, completed a $3,500,000 program to

LAWSUIT AGAINST CALABRESE 

A week ago yesterday Richard Shepard, attor- 
ney for Campanella & Cardi obtained a writ of 
tort against Alfred Calabrese, Town Manager of 
Wilmington, and had it served the same day. The 
writ alleges interference with performance of 
contract, and attaches Calabrese's property to 
satisfy the $2500 demanded as damages. 

The action is alleged to have taken place on 
April 16th., on Andover Street, the orcasion of 
what this paper dubbed "The TMs Tea Party: 

Without trying to take the place of the 
Court there are any number of pertinent com- 
ments that can be made. We don't believe that 
Mr. Calabrese has very much to worry about. 

In the first place he was acting with and by 
the advice of Town Counsel. He was acting in 
his capacity as Town Manager, for purposes 
known to the Town Counsel and to himself. We 
don't think Calabrese has much to worry about, 
in a court of law. Perhaps there may be a find- 
ing of $1 damages to C&C. Perhaps the finding 
may be more. perhaps there will be none at all. 

In our estimation this suit can be classi- 
fied as a "harrassment", or at least so it 
would so seem. 

There are several items, in 
us appear significant. 

In the first place it appears just as the 
Town yanager is ready to place his home on the 
market, for sale. 

Secondly there is a considerable delay, in 
timing, from the time of the alleged tort, and 
the placing of the suit. 

Thirdly the placing of the suit occured just 
immediately after the contractors had paid a 
fairly stiff fine, in court, for overloading of 
vehicles.

Is it possible that this last factor in- 
fluenced the decision to bring suit? Could it 
be that C&C felt that the TM had, so as to say, 
"put the finger on them"?

Calabrese 
had absolutely nothing to do with any action of 
the State Motor Vehicle Inspectors. We don't 
believe that he even knows, until he reads this 
that there was any such action.

25 residents of Woburn Street 
protested proposed pole chan-

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL TO

Plans to expand the Winches- 
ter Hospital, from 110 beds to 
approximately 160 beds were
